Present Situation 

this time the requirements 

for Guernseys producing milk 
sold under the trademark have 
been that they shall either pure 
bred cows, grade cows which 
resemble pure breds the general 
characteristics color and con- 
formation. Herds may composed 
entirely pure breds; partly 
pure breds and partly grades; 
entirely grades, headed pure 
bred bull. From the first two classes 
herds can have serious 
problem obtaining milk that 
should qualify for the trademark. 
But what about the milk from the

third class—herds composed entire- 
grades? 

Remember that the National 
advertising stated that bottle 
Golden Guernsey milk bearing 
the trademark ‘‘actually gives you 
third more food value per quart. 
has thirty per cent more butter 
fat, more iron, more lime, more 
everything worth while milk, 
including more vitamin A.”’ 

While this statement may true 
comparison between Guernsey 
milk from pure bred cows and 
ordinary milk (in many markets 
open doubt when the milk from 
pure bred Guernseys compared 
with the better class Grade 
milk available many markets. 
Furthermore, where much 
fifty per cent the supply the 
Golden Guernsey trademark milk 
produced from grade cows 
unknown origin, whose only qual- 
ification that they resemble 
Guernseys color and conforma- 
tion, the veracity the statement 
quoted above may definitely 
disputed. 

will perhaps generally 
admitted that grade 
which represent four five, 
more, crosses pure bred Guernsey 
bulls are virtually indistinguishable 
from pure breds regard color 
and type. Moreover, there prob- 
ably little difference the quality 
the milk from such grades com- 
pared with that from pure bred 
Guernseys. the other hand, 
good cow men will recognize that 
many the eye-filling, well 
grades come from one 
two crosses pure bred Guernsey 
bulls good grade Holstein 
grade Milking Shorthorn 
tions. Usually the milk from grade 
Guernseys that derived from these 
sources distinctly whiter, and 
lower butter fat. 
measure this also true the milk 
from nondescript cows 
which pass grade Guernseys. 
query is: Can the milk from 
such grade cows fulfill the claims for

quality made for the trademark 
milk our National advertising? 
would seem that the impor- 
tance color and flavor our 
Guernsey milk cannot overrated. 
These two factors give its dis- 
tinctiveness and appeal the con- 
sumer. the developments 
markets for trademark milk 
must make certain that the milk 
offered conforms our advertised 
representations for it. 


Minimum Percentage Pure 
Breds 

HEREFORE, believe that 

must have requirement call- 
ing for minimum percentage 
pure breds, that must demand 
dependable evidence the ancestry 
the grades the herds which 
furnish milk for sale under the 
trademark. The question very 
far-reaching the effects what- 
ever decision made, and merits 
the most thorough discussion. 

would offer the suggestion that 
the following requirements might 
tend clear this matter. All 
new herds taken under the trade- 
mark program should contain 
least twenty-five percent pure 
bred Guernseys, the same 
identified registration with the 
Cattle Club. All grades admissable 
participation the trademark 
program should represent the use 
least three pure bred sires suc- 
cession, and proof this should 
furnished. Perhaps this seems too 
drastic, but believe that must 
tighten 
bottle real quality Guernsey 
milk, such proclaim the 
National advertising. 


Must Benefit Breed 


pure breds, first, because the 
whole basis this milk work for 
the ultimate benefit the Guernsey 
breed, meaning pure bred Guern- 
seys; and, secondly, because 
must pay attention the color 
the milk. Frankly, dislike the 
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thought legislating pure breds 
into herds cattle because fear 
that doing will tend 
perpetuate considerable meas- 
ure the percentage scrubs and cull 
pure breds which are already 
curse the progress the breed. 
But can see other method 
assuring color the milk. would 
demand known ancestry for the 
grades for this most essential reason 
color, and for the other qualities 
addition. 

restrict the use the trade- 
mark milk from pure breds only 
would vitiate the whole program 
milk marketing, and make futile 
because the amount such milk 
available less than the proverbial 
drop the bucket, when one con- 
siders the possible field for Guernsey 
milk the fluid milk markets 
America. 

The statement has been made 
that the pure bred cattle all 
breeds combined represent only 
three per cent the dairy cattle 
the United States. The latest 
census the pure breds alive the 
various breeds gives total 1,277,- 
000, which Guernseys are set 
Guernseys represent 47/100 one 
per cent the dairy cattle the 
country, which indicates that the 
restriction the trademark milk 
from pure breds obviously im- 
possible are get anywhere 
selling and popularizing Guernsey 
milk. 

the other hand, herds com- 
posed entirely grades are per- 
mitted participate, with the sole 
restriction that they shall 
resemble pure breds color 
and conformation, the 
majority cases im- 
possible assure the 
consumer bottle the 
kind Golden Guernsey 
milk which advertised 
the Good Housekeeping 
magazine. 


Grades Have 
Crosses 

WOULD require definite 

proof that every grade 
represented three crosses 
pure bred bull, because 
with less than three crosses 
one cannot obtain grade 
Guernsey that will produce 
the quality milk now 
advertised, nor can grade 
that conforms even the 
present specifications, pro- 
perly interpreted, ap- 
pearance and color, pro- 
duced. 

For the herds already 
admitted the trademark 
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program would suggest that the 
owners permitted raise for re- 
placement purposes daughters 
the grades now the herd, sired 
pure bred bull; but that additions 
the herd from outside sources 
must pure breds, and this should 
apply not only animals milking 
age but also animals under milk- 
ing age. course these same re- 
strictions should apply the grade 
members all herds which are com- 
posed partly pure breds and part- 
grades. 

real objection surrounding 
herds producing under the trade- 
mark with restrictions the above 
nature, see it, that for period 
more than fifteen years the policy 
the Extension Service the 
Cattle Club has been replace 
scrub bulls with pure bred bulls; 
sell the farmer the idea that 
will start with pure bred bull and 
along, will build himself 
profitable herd. Now turn about 
and tell this man that has 
fine chap and has followed the Ex- 
tension Service suggestions, but, 
unfortunately, because has grades 
cannot participate the better 
market obtainable under the trade- 
mark, rather like slapping him 
the face and asking him like it. 
Moreover, this farmer cannot 
brought into the fold 
immediately competes the local 
market with that sold under the 
trademark, matter whether 
sold intact, used build 
milk from other sources.

agreements with the Club? 


must remember that must 
protect the color our trademark 
milk. 

must remember that the fund- 
amental basis for the trademark 
program necessarily promotional 
with the objective wider appre- 
ciation pure bred Guernseys. 

must further remember that 
undertaking National advertis- 
ing campaign are assuming 
definite obligation the consumers 
Golden Guernsey trademark milk. 

Finally, must recognize that 
the marketing trademark milk 
purely breed project, supported 
large part the breeders pure 
bred Guernseys, and primarily in- 
tended for their benefit. 

Hence, cannot appear unrea- 
which all must comply who seek 
profit from the sale Golden 
Guernsey milk under the trademark. 


Value the Trademark 


GEORGE CLARK 


REGARD the value the national, 
cream-jug, label almost 
priceless value the Guernsey 

breed, and our experience Provi- 
dence seems justify this premise. 
Often our prospects, when wavering, 
are finally won over solely the 
strength the trademark. How, 
they reason, can organization 
adopt, advertise and promote 
trademark unless signifies quality? 

the assumption that the 
users this label supply 
product real, intrinsic 
merit; that their cattle are 
clean and free from tuber- 
culosis, mastitis, and that 
insidious plague, the infec- 
tious abortion germ. 
also assumed that the cows 
and premises must physi- 
cally clean and sanitary, but 
not necessarily pretentious, 
and most important all 
the men the barn and 
dairy must clean and 
healthy. 

Utensils that are not 
cleaned, sterilized and prop- 
erly safeguarded would auto- 
matically disqualify any 
label. Thelabel must mean 
more than 
something—it must mean 
clean, nutritious milk 
golden hue, with flavor

desirability increasing 
the productive life the 

individual cow sufficiently 
realized. This may accomplished 
possible, the non-productive period 
the cow. During the growing 
period the heifer, the time 
her first calving, there rela- 
tively long period non-prod- 
uctivity. 

Too often the time between lacta- 
tion periods longer than desir- 
able. This especially true where 
breeding difficulties are frequent 
the herd. The importance 
keeping the reproductive ability 
the herd good condition well 
realized, but beyond the scope 
this article. 


Shorten Non-Productive Period 


period non-productivity 
necessary for the growing the 
heifer may materially shortened 
many herds. The results 
study Advanced Register Guern- 
seys the Missouri Agricultural 
Experiment Station indicate that 
many cows are being bred calve 
for the first time unnecessarily late. 
Twenty-eight per cent the 
cows included this study calved 
for the first time after thirty months 
age and some late 
thirty-six months age. The 
average age first calving these 
Guernsey cows was found 
twenty-eight and half months. 
The earliest age calving was six- 
early age, and probably, 
average, she sexually mature 
some time near twelve months 
age. The difference time between 
the earliest first calving age and the 
late age represents period about 
twenty months. 


Breeding? 


cows bred calve for 
the first time the early age 

the greater production which 
obtained delayed breeding suf- 
ficient offset the expense 
Maintaining unproductive heifer 
for another year, more less? 
early breeding practiced the prod- 
uction milk will retard the 


growth the immature heifer. 


The study mentioned above shows 
that average cows calving for 
the first time 
age produce 443 pounds butter 
fat during their first year’s lacta- 
tion, while those calving twenty- 
four months produce 396 pounds. 
There difference approxi- 
mately fifty pounds butter fat 
between the production the cows 
calving the early age and those 
calving the late age. Whether 
not will pay the dairyman in- 
terested primarily economical 
production delay breeding for 
year for additional fifty pounds 
butter fat gain will depend, 
course, the relationship the 
cost production and maintenance 
the price receives for his 
product. 


delay the time breeding 
beyond thirty months age re- 
sulted very little gain 
the productive ability the cow 
during her first lactation. There- 
fore, when the breeder interested 
primarily obtaining maximum 
production, seems that very 
little benefited delaying breed- 
ing calve beyond thirty months 
age. 

additional factor con- 
sidered deciding whether 
economical delay breeding the 
heifer for the first time the ques- 
tion whether the increased prod- 
uction the older cow enough 
offset the additional expense 
maintaining greater body 
weight. other words, the cow 
calving older age will yield, 
the average, more butter fat 
during her first lactation than 
she had calved year earlier, but 
she will also heavier. Will the 
increased production more pro- 
fitable than the lighter production 
the smaller cow after the in- 
creased cost maintaining the 
larger cow has been deducted? 

limited number records 
weights growing heifers shows 
that their weight change curve 
follows much the same course 
the increase productivity with 
increased age first calving does. 
Seemingly, each 100 pounds increase 
body weight the growing heifer 
results average increase 


twenty pounds butter fat that 
she able produce year dur- 
ing her first lactation. With 
average relationship 
tween the cost production and the 
price received for the butter fat, 
the increased cost maintaining 
100 pounds body weight for 
year very nearly equal the 
value received for the additional 
twenty pounds butter fat. How- 
ever, these price relationships 
are constantly changing nothing 
very definite the economy 
this relationship can stated. 
Nevertheless, must conceded 
that the increased productivity 
the cow later age not devoid 
additional expense. 

Although the number cows 
available for this study calving 
younger than twenty-two months 
age too small draw any 
from the significant data that cows 
may bred calve twenty- 
four months age with great 
loss production due early 
calving. Breeding calve this 
date would mean saving from 
six twelve months the heifer’s 
productive life for approximately 
twenty-eight per cent the Guern- 
sey breeders. 


Physiological Advantage 
breed early has another ad- 

physiological one. 
generally conceded veteri- 
narians that the recurrence heat 
many times before cow bred 
harmful the reproductive capa- 
city the cow. additional 
corpora lutea are formed after each 
heat period, there 
danger the cow becoming sterile 
partly due non-functional 
ovaries. may prove more eco- 
nomical breed early and have 
somewhat undersized heifers than 
have them well-grown and unable 
bred. 

The disadvantage breeding 
early, that having undersized 
heifers, may partially offset 
following practice recommended 
some feed the 
growing heifer well order se- 
cure rapid growth and, therefore, 
early maturity, and then breed these 
heifers early age. this 
manner much the heifer’s growth 
will occur before her early lactation. 
Apparently, during the period 
lactation that the growth most 
retarded. following some such 
practice, and breeding cows 
calve for the first time relatively 
early age, the non-productive period 
the dairy heifer’s life may 
materially reduced where late breed- 
ing now practiced. 
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Winnipesaukee, New Hamp- 
shire, has been heralded for 
years the home the first pure 
bred Guernsey dairy cow this 
country. Guernsey

The Home the First Guernseys That 


Were Imported America

Here fate stepped and have 
record the exact date because the 
records were lost when the Custom 
House Boston was destroyed 
fire. 

There was American Guernsey 
Cattle Club 100 years ago, nor was 
there any way which records 
could kept official, but this 
fact did not interfere with tracing 
the descendants from Cow Island. 
After the Club was well established, 
1899, large group Guernseys, 
purporting pure bred and 
descending from the two original 
animals, were submitted the 
Club for registration. After in- 
vestigating the origin these 
animals was found that Joseph 
Barnard Hopkinton had kept 
very careful diary the daily hap- 
penings his life. this record 
was found the complete history 
the mating, breeding and handling 
herd developed from the orig- 
inal Cow Island animals. The two 
original animals were then regis- 
tered the Pillsbury Bull 5816 and 
the Pillsbury Cow 11310, they 
had been sold General Moody 
Pillsbury West Boscawen, New 
Hampshire. 


Early History 


RECENT study into the early 

history and conditions regard- 
ing Cow Island has proved very in- 
teresting. The island the third 
size the 267 located Lake 
Winnipesaukee and contains about 
519 acres. part the town 
Tuftonboro, having been legally 


annexed 1799. lies west and 
near Tuftonboro Neck, from which 

Immediately after the war 
1812, Paul Pillsbury was sent this 
island the owners who resided 
Dover, 
erected buildings, including wind- 
mill, the tower which was wood, 
octagonal shape, with peaked 
top, which was such sound, 
solid frame that weathered the 
elements and was prominent land- 
mark until within recent years.

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Oklahoma State Sale 


cooperation with the Oklahoma 
Jersey Breeders’ Association 

and the Oklahoma Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, the Okla- 
homa Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion staged another State Sale 
one three day series registered 
dairy cattle sales November 21, 
22, and 23, the Monday, Tuesday 
and Wednesday before Thanks- 
giving. Guernsey sale was 
held Tuesday. While brought 
double the average the Jersey 
counter, the reason for which even 
this year beyond our compre- 
hension. Twenty-one different 
buyers, however, were hand and 
did avail themselves the oppor- 
tunity. these about one-third 
were strictly new breeders, and not 
more than one-fourth were what 
might termed established breed- 
ers. 

The consignments came from 
thirteen different herds. Outstand- 
ing recognition received was the 
Oronogo, Missouri, president the 
Missouri Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, whose six head averaged 
$140. This was closely followed 
recognition received the con- 
signment Tom Cooper, president 
the Oklahoma Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association, whose six head 
averaged $132.50, and included both 
the top cow and the top bull. 

The sale was strongly supported 
both Tom Cooper and 
Gaylord, who more less hedged 
the splendid animals which they 
sacrificed from their own herds 
purchasing back several their 
choice from other consignments. 
Mr. Gaylord was the leading buyer, 
taking five head for $685, while Mr. 
Cooper took five others for $610. 
One other buyer, Cato, Okla- 
homa City, took four head heifers 
average just under $90 apiece. 
The balance was divided among 
eighteen buyers lots one, two 
and three. 

The sale was well managed 
committee consisting Tom Coop- 
er, Mort Woods, and Hayton, 
who selected the cattle very care- 
fully and surrounded the sale with 
every possible safeguard regarding 
the health the cattle. Colonel 
Ed. Herriff, Oklahoma City, was 
the auctioneer, and Holden 
read the pedigrees. Forty-one head 
average $106.34. 


After the sale some the con- 
signors showed tendency 
discouraged regarding 
such essential breed activities 
Advanced Register testing. was 
true that the quality the con- 
signments merited better average 
the basis other state consign- 
ments this fall least thirty 
dollars. The fact remains that six 
Advanced Register cows, three 
which were seven years old over, 
averaged $135. Six cows untested 
but out tested dams averaged 
$158. Nine cows untested and out 
untested dams averaged $113. 
The spread between heifers and 
heifer calves out tested and un- 
tested dams was only $10.50, but 
was affected considerably two 
very attractive heifers from the 
Gaylord consignment, one which 
topped the sale for heifers, and both 
which were out untested dams. 
The six Advanced Register cows 
the sale averaged only little 
over 400 pounds butter fat.

1932, the degree infection was only 1.4 per cent. 
Out more than 13,000,000 cattle tested during the 
last fiscal year, only 254,785 proved tuberculous. Area 
testing, method which all cattle given area 
are tested within short time, continued effective 
and economical. the end the fiscal year 1,443 
counties (and part one county Tennessee and sixty 
towns Vermont) had completed one more tests 
all the cattle within their borders. These counties and 
towns were officially designated modified accredited 
areas. entire states—-North Carolina, Maine, 
Michigan, Indiana, Wisconsin, Ohio, Idaho and North 
Dakota—-have been pronounced practically free 
bovine tuberculosis.

Did you ever stop think how 
Nature plans for the increase 
species?

The Island 
Guernsey has never held cattle 
population more than 5,000

Why Named 


RS. SHANNON said there were 
several legends why the 
island was called Cow Island. One 
reason was that cow left the 
pastures the Island the fall 
was found alive the spring, but the 
most generally accepted one was that 
there was large herd cattle sent 
there from New Jersey and that 
was, the early days, most 
prosperous dairy section. 


Life The Island 


IFE the island sixty-five years 
ago, told Mrs. Shannon, 
was very strenuous. Most the 
cooking was done over the open 
fire. Candles and oil lamps were 


used for lighting, and long winter 
evenings pitch knots, which the 
men had gathered the fall from 
stumps, were burned give 
light enough for knitting, sewing 
and reading. 

There was large sugar orchard 
the island from which sap was 
gathered. This was brought the 
sugar house the use shoulder 
yokes and sleds drawn steers. 
The sugar that was made the 
spring had last throughout the 
year, granulated sugar was un- 
known, brown sugar was scarce and 
molasses was inferior quality. 

The corn, wheat and rye that was 
raised was cradled hand, tied 
bundles, and threshing machine, 
horses and all, had conveyed 
thresh the grain. When the old 
mill was out commission, the 
grain had taken Wolfeboro 
Falls ground into flour and 
meal. 

The only means conveyance 
and from the island was small 
row boats and often communication 
between that and the mainland was 
interrupted for many days the 
winds. 

After the dispersal the big herd 
conducted Mr. Pillsbury, the 
island was used for pasturing horses 
and cattle. They were brought 
the island flat boats early the 
season and taken away late the 
fall. recent years the only 
inhabitants the island have been 
summer camp and the winter 
time only caretaker left there. 

amid such conditions 
these that this first importation 
Guernseys found its home Amer- 
ica. The Club, tracing the cattle 
1899, had definite data regarding 
156 head that were descendants 
from the progeny this original 
trio which Mr. Moody Pillsbury 
Boscawen, New Hampshire, took 
from the herd the Island.
